The-Trade Balance Habit 


' The United Staters has the trade balance "habit." in an anal- 
ysis'of trade conditions over a long period of years, a,national 
banking- institution points out that the present favorable bal- 
ance averages a little more than 51,000,000 a day. 


This, generally has obtained since 1877, when favorable 


balances in our foreign trade first began to be a trade charac- 
teristic. It was at this period of our national history, that rail- 
roads and other arteries- of transportation opened up -the rich 
' Mississippi Valley district and later the treasure troves of the 
far west, northwest and southwest. In the 86 years from 
1789 to 1875, there were only sixteen occasions when our ex- 
ports equalled or exceeded our imports. Since then there has 
been but three,occasions. 


As population increases the excess of exports over imports 


Decreases and finally vanishes. It is part of the evolution,of 
foreign trade and all old nations have experienced it. It may 
some day obtain with us. Yet it is interesting to note that with 
a 100,000,000 population to clothe, move and move-about, 
there are' enough products left' over to ship to the markets of 
the world at the rate of $1,000,000 a day. 


FLASHLIGHTS OF FAMOUS PEOPLE 


Curbing Forest Fires 


Despite the fact that forest fires during- 1922 burned an 


area of 373,214 acres of national forests, it is encouraging- to 
note the item in the Department of Agriculture's report which 
.says that man-caused fires seem to be on the decrease. Forest 
!fire prevention campaign seem to have reaped some harvest, 


Seventeen percent of the man-caused fires were due to care- 


less smokers,- the report says. Nearly fourteen percent were 
due to incendiarism, over thirteen per cent to camp fires and 
about six per cent to railroads. Sixty-four per cent of the fires 
come under the heading- "'Man-caused.". The balance, about' 
thirty-six per cent, was caused by lightning. 


If America's forests are to tje preserved from the devastat- 


ing hand of flame, this can be accomplished only through the 
human agencies which cause the fires. There can be no curbing 
of the lightning's weird play, at least not until science has pro- 
gressed further than it has at this stage of the game. Sixty- 
four per cent seems a high figure, yet if is a reduction over 
1921 figures. Every effort should be expended to reduce it 
still further.

other articles designed to ca-tch the juvenile eye. Not alone 
did the boys seem to want toys of a mechanical nature, but 
their sisters' inclinations ran in the same direction.
